The condo is coming. 

After about a year of debate 
from residents and local politi¬ 
cians, a zoning by-law amend¬ 
ment approved at Monday's 
council-in-committee meeting 
has officially endorsed the 
Town of Fort Erie's private- 
public partnership with the 
Burlington-based Molinaro 
Group to build a 12-storey con¬ 
dominium building on the 
south side of Erie Road, in 
what is being called the Crystal 
Beach Gateway project. 

Before council debated the 
report and by-law, the flooded 
council chambers heard dele¬ 
gations on both sides of the 
issue. Nine speakers showed 
their support for the project 
and 23 spoke in opposition at 
the meeting that lasted almost 
six-and-a-half hours and 
adjourned about 15 minutes 
after midnight.

Dr. Andrew McCallum, 
chief coroner for Ontario, 


announced this week that an 
inquest will be held into the 
death of Reilly Anzovino. Ms. 
Anzovino, 18, died on Dec. 
27, 2009, from injuries she 
sustained as the result of an 
automobile accident on 
Hwy. 3 near Nigh Road. 

The scope and focus of the 
inquest will be determined 
by the presiding coroner fol¬ 
lowing the completion of the 
investigation into the cir¬ 
cumstances of her death. 
The jury may make recom¬ 


conducting inquest into Anzovino’s death 


mendations aimed at pre¬ 
venting similar deaths. 
Niagara Falls-Fort Erie MPP 
Kim Craitor proposed the 
inquest to the chief coroner 
days after the tragic incident 
took place. 

He said it is his under¬ 
standing that inquests are 
not normally launched so 
soon after they are first 
requested and believes the 
timing is proof that the chief 
coroner already sees there 
could be a problem with the 


availability of medical servic¬ 
es in the area. 

"There must be something 
that has motivated the coro- 

quickly," said Craitor. 

He hopes the inquest will 
provide answers to Reilly's 
friends and family about 
whether the closure of emer¬ 
gency rooms in Fort Erie and 
Port Colbome played a role 
in her death. 

"The family has to know 
that," he said. 


He also said the Fort Erie 
community deserves an 
answer to the same question, 
as there has been strong 
opposition to the Niagara 
Health System (NHS)'s hos¬ 
pital improvement plan 
since it was first proposed 
almost two years ago. 

"There's a real feeling 
down there of a loss in faith 
in our health care system," 
said Craitor. 

The NHS says it is willing 
to co-operate with 


McCallum's office through¬ 
out the process. 

"The hospital respects the 
chief coroner's decision and 
will continue to fully cooper¬ 
ate with the coroner's office 
to ensure that Miss 
Anzovino's death is fully 
investigated and all of the 
facts come to light," said the 
NHS in a press release. 

Details regarding the date, 
location and presiding coro¬ 
ner have not yet been deter-

An unoccupied home on 
Bowen Road was destroyed 
by fire on Tuesday evening. 

At 7:26 p.m. local fire¬ 
fighters heard a call come 
over their scanners and 
were on scene within six 
minutes, says deputy fire 
chief Keith German. 


Four stations within the 
Fort Erie Fire Department 
responded to the scene, 
along with members of the 
Niagara Falls Fire 
Department. 

German said the damage 
is estimated to be around 
$200,000. 

"The house is a total 
loss," he said.

Yes, that is my 
favourite song by The 
Four Seasons, a singing 
group from the 1960s, but 
it is also my overall reac¬ 
tion to Monday night’s 
council-in-committee 
meeting. 

For over a year, I have 
been covering the “Bay 


Beach issue” involving 
the Town of Fort Erie’s 
private-public partnership 
with a Burlington-based 
developer to build a 12- 
storey condominium at 
Crystal Beach. 

This idea has enraged 
some people and excited 

I have attended every 
council meeting since the 
process began and have 
heard countless delega¬ 
tions on both sides of the 
argument. 

One thing that I did 
notice is that the opposi¬ 
tion severely outweighs 
those who are in favour of 


this specific development.
